Whose Clothing Caught Fire. 


SHE -LIVED SEVEN HOURS. 


The Accident Happened While She Was 
‘Trying to Start a Fire in the 
Kitchen Stove. 


The body of Mrs.Mary Kelly, aged 83, lies 
at the Morgue burned to a crisp. 

‘The aged woman died at the City Hospital 
shortly after midnight Wednesday night 
after seven hours of the most intense agony. 
She was burned from head fe foot. Dr. 
Marks pronounced it the worst case ever 
brought to that institution. 

Just ‘how the accident happened is not 
known. The victim lived with her sister-in- 
law, Mrs. Casey, 82 years old, in the rear of 
18 South Tenth street. The latter was con- 
fined to her bed with rheumatism. The first 
intimation she had that anything had hap- 
pened to Mrs. Kelly was when she “heard 
her scream for heip. 

It is supposed the eld lady attempted to 
start the kitchen fire, and that her apron 
came in contact with a piece of burning pa- 
per. She was in the ha en hting paper 
and holding it under the grate in the stove 
until the kindling ignited. 

When her dress first cayght she evidently 
tried to smother the blaze, as she did not 
call for help until she was almost completely 
wrappéd in flames. heard the 
commotion and jumped ‘out of bed. She 
was too feeble m be of any easheotinos and 
ran screaming to the rear door, calling upon 
her niece, Mrs. John Casey, to bring a quilt. 

When the latter arrived the found her 
aunt struggling on the floor in the din 
room. Her clothing was all aflame and t 
door opening into, the kitchen had caught 
fire. The victim’ was writhing with pain 
and evidently had not able to move 
from the spot where she t fell.

He is very anxious to 
have as many different issues injected into 
the’ fight as possible, and never loses an 
opportunity to get in a resolution of that 
kind. A motion was made by Hall of Saitne 
to lay the resolution on the table, but it was 
lost by a vote of. 68 to 61. It was then 
adopted by a standing vote of 60 to 47, 

Mr. Shooler introduced another resolution 
to compel the Pass Investigation Commit- 
tee to report at once. Swanger moved to 
lay on the table, which was lost by a vote 
_ of 5 Bto 58. The regular order of business 
was then called for, and the resolution went 
over under the rules. 

Mr. Julian called up for engrossment his 
bill to compel railroad companies to furnish 
free transportation to State officers and 
members of the Legislature. He offered 
several amendments, which were adopted. 
Moran then offered an amendment which 
was in line with his desire to protect rail- 
roads. It provided that members of the 
Legislature and State officers should be 
furnished with free transportation, but it 
should be paid for by the State. 

Moran made a wild speech in favor of his 
amendment, declaring that the railroads 
could not stand any such burdens as the bil!

The farmer, the cigar maker, the butcher, 
the baker and the candlestick maker are 
liable under it. 

But the worst feature of the measure is its 
insurance provisions. It would enable the 
railway companies to into the insurance 
business and force thelr employes to pay a 
certain amount of their wages for insurance, 
which would virtually amount to paying 


sustain. There. are provisions in the law 
now where railroad employes can recover 
damages—where injuries result from defec- 
tive machinery, etc. But under the insur- 
ance clause of the Peers bill the insurance 
which the employes would have to take out 
would pay for this and would be a bar to 
action for damages. 

Besides, if any benefits could acerue from 
the insurance feature it would accrue to 
railroad employes only. And herein the bill 
is a contradiction of itself. It professes to 
take care of all employes who are engaged 
in hazardous occupations. But anybody 
with a grain of sense knows that the men 
engaged in car shops, etc., not connected with 
railroads, would have to depend upon acci- 
dent insurance just as they do now. The 
private corporations engaged in manufactur- 
ing are not gues to engage in the insurance 
business. e railroad companies are the 
only ones that can do it, and the railroad 
companies would do it for their own benefit, 
and not for the benefit of the men working 
for them. 

The railroad employes would derive no 
benefit from the bill; neither would any 
other employe in any other hazardous occu- 
pation, and the railroad companies would 
have a snap. They would compel their em- 
ployes to pay for their’ own risk, and bar 
them from any action in the courts. The 
railroad employes now are carrying: insur- 
ance, but under the Peers bill they would 
have to do it with the companies, and then 
be deprived of any~«right of action which 
they now have. .

BETTER WAGES FOR ALL. 


A Movement of Iron Workers Backed 
by the Manufacturers. 


PITSBURG, Pa., May 9.—The Amalga- 
mated Association of Tin, Iron and Steel 
Workers and the Merchant Bar Iron Manu- 
facturers’ National Association have en- 
tered into a combination to secure for the 
iron workers of the country better rates of 
wages and for the manufacturer fair com- 
petitive condftiongs against the mill opera- 
tors of the Pittsburg district, who have 
been working their employes at low wages. 

At the Youngstodn conference between the 
Amalgamated Association and the Valley 
Iron Manufacturers an agreement was en- 
tered into by the Merchant Bar Iron Asso- 
ctation and the Amalgamated Association 
to advance the present puddling scale 10 
per cent, provi the non-union and under 
scale milis of this city be forced to pay the 
same prices. The strike in six mills of the 
city at the present time is the result of this 
agreement. The Pittsburg puddlers > not 
only striking for present scale rates, Dut, if 
successful, will make it possible for all the 
iron workers in the country to secure an aj- 
vance of 10 per cent on the $4 puddling rate. 
The manufacturers may be willing to grant 
a much higher advance if they can secure 
a uniformity of labor cost throughout the 
country. he Cleveland convention will 
probably propose a rhe rate of $4.75

Again in the State Courts. 


The case of Davis R. Boogher against 
Henry W. Hough, H. J. Spaunhorst, Emil 
Preetorius and James E. Blythe, which re- 
sulted in a non-suit in Judge Valliant’s court 
Wednesday, is part of one of the venerable 
and complicated pieces of litigation before 


the St. Louis courts. 

Years ago, about 1879, the Life Association 
of America, a St. Louis insurance company, 
became insolvent and State Insurance Com- 


missioner Rolfe: was named as, receiver. 
Some time prior to that Davis R. Boogher 
was general agent for the company, but he 
resigned, disposed of his policy and became 
agent for the New York Life. 

In 1877 Mortimer F. Taylor, then a well- 
known lawyer here, who was mixed up in a 
scandal in New York about two years ago, 
filed an information with the Insurance 
Commissioner, alleging that the Life Asso- 
ciation of America was insolvent. The com- 
missioner did not proceed against the asso- 
ciation for some time, and in May, 1878, its 
directors passed resolutions instructing its 
officers to proceed against the men who were 
said to have circulated ruinous reports 
about its affairs. 

Warrants for criminal libel were issued 
for Taylor and Boogher. Taylor was not 
arrested, but Boogher was, and on‘*trial was 
convicted and sentenced to pay a fine of 
$100 and to serve thirty days in jail. At the 
trial Taylor was prevented from testifying 
in behalf of Boogher because he was also 
accused of criminal libel. 

Boogher took the case to the Court of Ap- 
peais and Judge Hayden affirmed the ver- 
dict. He refused Boogher the right of ap- 

ay ey told him to get ready for a sojourn 

n jail. 

William C, Marshall, now City Counselor, 
and Shepard Barclay, now Supreme Judge 
were oogher’s attorneys. Marshall 
boarded a train and hurried to Jefferson 
City. The Supreme Court ordered the Court 
of Appeals to submit to it Mr. Marshall's bill 
of exceptions. In this way the criminal libel 
case was reviewed and the charge dismissed, 

Mr. Boogher then sued Joseph Branch, 
nag, Spaunhorst, Preetorius and Blythe, 
the directors of the association, for $25, 
damages. Judge Thayer of the United States 
Circuit Court, who was then on the State 
Circuit bench, non-suited Boogher on the 
ground that the defendants had probable 
cause for their prosecution. The State Su- 
preme Court reversed -this ruling and re- 
mandéd the gase for trial. 

Meanwhile Judge Thayer had been a 
pointed to the United States District benc 
and Judge Valliant, who heard the second 
trial of Mr. Boogher’s damage suit, refused 
to admit as evidence the resolutions of the 
Life Association directors authorizing the 
criminal libel prosecution. These resolu- 
tions were the foundation of Boogher’s case 
and had been admitt as competent by 
Judge Thayer at the fi hearing.

THE 'FRISCO ASSESSMENT. 


‘‘The cost of the railroad properties in 
Missouri,” said the State Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners in 1893, “may be 
fairly estimated at $45,000 per mile, as an 
average, including terminal properties, 
buildings and equipment. The cost of 
these railroads and equipment, however, 
as reported and shown in statement fol- 
lowing, largely exceeds this estimate.” 

That is to say, the railroads themselves 
reported the valuation of their own prop- 
erty at a price which the kind-hearted 
Board of Railroad Commissioners deemed 
to be in advance of'‘or above the facts. 

In this report the St. Louis and San 
Francisco Railroad estimates its own cost 
at $62,664 a mile. Yet the State Board of 
Equalization sat in judgment at length 
upon the St. Louis and San Francisco 
Railroad and decided that for taxable 
purposes it was only worth $12,079 a mile, 
or one-fifth of the estimate made by the 
owners themselves. 

There is no disposition in this State to 
be unfair or unjust to railroads or any 
other legitimate form of industry, but it 
is puzzling the farmers not a little to com- 


at one-third and taxed accordingly, when 
the property of railway corporations is 
valued at one-fifth and one-sixth. These 
corporations are amply able to pay their 
just proportion of taxes. In fact, they 
can pay upon one-third of their value 
with much less effort than can the farm- 
ers, 

Why, then, assess farm land at 33 and 
35 per cent of actual money valuation; 
while railroad property gets off with 20 
per cent and pays double the amount of 
farm lands in earnings? 

People of Missouri are beginning to be 
tired of this sort of injustice.

IRON PRODUCTION DECLINES. [ 


The Falling Off Is Said to Be Due to 
Labor Troubles. 

NEW YORK, May 9.—The monthly blast 
furnace report of the Iron Age shows that 
production has declined from the rate of 
158,132 gross tons per week on April 1 to 156,- 
855 gross tons per week on May 1. The prin- 
cipal decrease has taken place in coke and 
iron production, the falling off being from 
133,850 tons per week to 130,372 tons per week. 
This is largely due to labor troubles. Stocks 
have been decreasing at a rate which in- 
dicates that consumption is overtaking pro- 
duction.

ANDREW H, LUCAS DEMENTED 


The Ship Inventor “Now Confined in a 
City Hospital Cell. 


Andrew H. Lueas, inventor of the Lucas 
ship, lies ill at the City Hospital, sick in 
mind and body. Incessant business. worries 
and disappointments have wrecked his once 
keen mind. Dr. Marks says his patient is 
suffering with dementia. 

The inventor is a very sick man. He 
stands all day in his cell, for he has had-te 
be confined because of sudden outbreaks of 
violence, staring vacantly into space. Hig 
interest in things about him has completety 
lapsed. He sits motionless for hours. 

Mr, Lucas sent to the hospital a few 
days ago by Jordan, Mrs. Canhe 
abandoned their flat at 1329 Vandeventer 
avenue and is living with friends.

SHREWD SYNDICATE SCHEME. 


| Utillizing the Treasury in the Running 


of a Corner in Gold. 
Special to The Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, May 9.—The story from 
Washington that the bond syndicate was 
casting a financial anchor to windward in 


*gathering up bar gold in the West and hold- 


ing it for ible contingencies has been 
verified in all street. The syndicate has 
Deen taking this bar gold presumably at a 
slight advance over assay office posted 
rates. 
This is practically creating a corner in 
gold, but, instead of taki the metal off 
a safety deposit vault in the clumsy Rus- 
sell Sage fashion, the syndicate deposits it 
at the ernment assay office and takes 
out assay office checks, which call for equal 
amounts of gold coin. These checks are held, 
so that the syndicate has cleverly made 
the Government act as a safe deposit com- 
Pany, and while Uncle Sam has the gold, he 
does not own tt any more than the coin 
pee for the 1d certificates which the 
k holds on when they wish to hoard 
old. In each case the gold appears in the 
reasu statement, but does not help the 
free gold figure, which is one which 
gives the Government. ability to meet its 
premises to pay in gold paper that is pre- 
sented for redemption. 


FREE SILVER SENTIMENT. 


AA Protest of the People Against the 
Nation’s Financial Policy. 
CARROLLTON, Miss., May 9.—In an in- 
terview on the money question Senator 
Jas. Goode said: 
“The present exhibition of sentiment in 


favor of free coinage is rather a disclosure 
than a growth. The American people have 
never been satisfied with the act demonetiz- 
ing silver in 1873. That act was a snap 
ju ent taken against them by a furtive 
and disingenious parliamentary trick.”’ 
The Senator then quoted the National 
Democratic platforms of 1834, 1888 and 1892 
tte agg J the gold and silver money consti- 
tution. Continuing he said: , 
“The Janguage was plain and unequivo- 
cal. Nor was it understood to mean as 
afterward claimed by the gold monometal- 
lists that we should only have free coinage 
of silver éxcept by international agree- 
ment. That such argument is now made a 
condition of the free coinage of silver is 
plainly a discrimination against silter. 
“What has happened in the last few 
months is not a rapid spread of free coin- 
age sentiment but a general and emphatic 
expression of disgust at the delay in giving 
voice and legal force to the wishes and sen- 
timent of the great mass of the American 
oo agg and resentment at the attempts to 
stifie that voice and to fasten on the gold 
monometallism. I think the Republican 
leaders will not declare for gold monometal- 
lism, or what is the same thing—the coinage 
of silver, unless by international agreement. 
"“T believe the Democratic nationdl con- 
vention will ‘be forced by the predominant 
gentiment of the perty to declare squarely 
and unegivocally for free silver coinage by 
the United States without the co-operation 
of other nations.”

MORTON ANSWERED. 


“Give Silver Its Old Uses and Thére 
Will Be Demand for It. 
DENVER, Colo., May 9.—Mr. James A. 
Cherry, a well-known lawyer, has mailed 
the following reply to the letter addressed 
to him which J. Sterling Morton, Secretary 
of Agriculture, gave to the public yesterday: 
My Dear Sir—You have my sincere thanks 
for your candid, lucid and courteous letter 

of the list instant. 
My reasons for writing to yow was to get 


the honest conviction of any honest mono- 
metallist. You have not helped me, Mr. 
Morton, as I hoped. You don’t make it 
clear that values cannot be affected by legis- 
lation. You put silver with salt, sugar and 
soap and said, ‘“‘The axiom applied to all 
alike that not one of them could be affected 
by legislation.”’ It has seemed to me that 
legislation could affect values locally and 
enerally. Did the fall of silver from 1873 to 
893 cause the legislation of 1878? You ask 
what sent silver down in 1898 to & cents an 
ounce. Surely that fall on its value was 
not because of legislation that, preceded: it, 
It was the effect of it. Take the case of 
India again. Legislation stopped the fur- 
ther coinage of silver, taking thereby a 
part of the old demand and use of silver 
away, and its fall was flashed over the 
wires to the wounded credit and debtor of 
the world as instantly falls lightning. In 
that case we cannot get the cause and 


effect—the logical and historical effect. You 
suggest that it may have been the “legal 
recognition of existing facts.’’ That is 
exactly what it was. Just as “legal recog- 
nition of existing facts’’ (as I understand 
your meaning) caused the fall of silver to 
be 4 cents. Again the Senate of the United 
States passed a bill in 1890 which provided 
for the free coimage of silver in this 
eountry. It was believed that the bill 
would pass the House and probably be 
signed by President Harrison and become a 
law. Silver jumpé@d within a week from 
about ®% cents an ounce to LIT cents an 
ounce. That rise, remember, was not con- 
fined to this country, it made a corre- 
sponding jump in Europe. We cannot get 
confused over the proper relation of ‘“‘cause 
and effect” in this instance. 


Make silver into money, give it all its 
old uses and there will be a demand for it. 
4nd what a demand! How men would work 
and sweat and risk tor it, and what. joy 
and good it would bring the world. You 
coin it, Mr. Morton, and give it its usages 
and I will furnish the demand. Everything 
is now measured in gold and that famous 
yardstick of yours and Mr. Carlisle’s is 
getting too formally —e The producer 
don’t get good measure for his products, 
the debtor fails before such a measure and 
the laborer cannot live when his labor is 
Measured by it.

The Unit of Value. 
CHICAGO, May 9.—During a recent discus- 
sion at the Iroquois Club between Washing- 
ton Hesing, John P. Hopkins, Sigmund 
Zeisler and W. 8S. Forrest, the truthfulness 


of certain statements in regard to the ugit of 
value in the United States from 1792 to 1873 
was questioned. This argument resulted in 
a controversy, which, by eement of the 
parties, was referred to Judge W. A. Vin- 
cent for decision. 

Here is the proposition: Sigmund Zeisler 
stated that under statute of 1792 both gold 
and silver were made units af value in the 
United States. John P. Hopkins denied the 
proposition. 

Judge Vincent reached this conclusion in 
deciding the point in controversy: 

“The unit-is simply the starting point in 
the reckoning of money. In England the 
unit is the pound sterling, in Germany the 
mark, in France the franc, while section # 
of the act of 1799 provided ‘that the money 
of account of the United States shall be ex- 
pressed in dollars and units,’ etc. 

“The language of the proposition submit- 


ted for decision is not as clear and satisfac- 


tory as might be desired, but I am of the 
opinion. that, under the act of 1 the unit 
was to be the dollar. The value of this unit 
was to be measured in both gold and silver

SOAP AS AN ANTISEPTIC. 
The Common Variety Has Been Found 
Capable of milling Germs. 


Common soap has just been discovered 
to be the best of antiseptics. For years 
scientists have sought an antiseptic which 


would be at the same time cheap and effect- 
ive, and like many another search, theirs 
has ended by finding the looked for object 
under their noses. 

Recent experiments made in Germany by 
Prof. Max Jolles have proved that a solu- 
tion of soap is perfectly capable of killing 
the microbes of typhoid fever and cholera. 
With a one per cent solution twelve hours 
of contact are necessary, but with a solu- 
tion of from 7 to 10 per cent only a few min- 
utes suffice to destroy the germs of diseases 

Thus the hands or clothing washed in 
soapsuds and nothing else would effect- 
ually be freed from the possibility of spread- 
ing contagion. Prof. Jolles also asserts, 
as the result of his investigations, that it 
is not indispensable to kill the microbes 
at once in order to render them harmless, 
but that a substance capable of extermin- 
ating them in a shorter or longer time cont- 
mences its action by attenuating their 
virulence and rapidly causes them to be- 
come innocuous.

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HUMAN BODIES UNEARTHED. 


Ghastly Discovery ‘Made on the Site of 
the Old St. Louis Medical College. 


Workmen employed on the new Stifel 


building at the northeast corner of Seventh. 


street and Clark avenue have unearthed 
an old vault filled with human bodies, bits 
of putrified human flesh, skulls, legs and 
arms, and bones of every description. 

The old St. Louis Medical College occupied 
the site for many years. The stench from 
the rotten and decaying mass is almost un- 

ble and ig noticeable more than a block 
away. Stonemasons and teamsters em- 
ployed on the work have sickened and-left 
their jobs and the workmen are making a 
lively protest. 
vault cleaner has worked on the stench- 
hole for a couple of nights and a number of 
Wagon loads of the decomposed flesh and 
bones have been hauled to the river and 
Gumped in. No report bas been made to 
the Coroner, as is the rule in the case 
of the discovery of the remains of human 
beings. A little coffin, supposed to contain 
the body of a baby, was among the contents 
of the vault that were carted away. 

The college was abandoned nearly three 
years ago, since which time the festering 
mass has been allowed to slowly decay. 
The vault was probably used as a recepta- 
cle for cast-off cadavers from the dissect- 
ing room during all the years the college 
was in operation. A chute connected it with 
one of the upper floors, where the dissecting 
was probably done. 

No one seems to know exactly how deep 
the vault is. It is fully 12 feet in diameter 
and situated almost in the center of the spot 
where the old building stood. The cellar for 
the new Stifel building has been dug about 
15 feet deep and the vault appears to be more 
than double that depth. 

Business men and people living in that 
vicinity .are loud in their complaints and 
demand an immediate abatement of the 
nuisance. The attention of the Board of 
Health will be called to the matter.

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GRESHAM AND THURSTON, 


The Letter Demanding the Latter’s Re- 
call Went to Hong Kong. 


SAN FRANCISCO, May §8.—Hawalian ad- 
vices received to-day from Honolulu, dated 
May 2, per steamer Mariposa, are as fol- 
lows: The letter demanding the recall of 
Minister Thurston is here, and was read 


to the executive session of the councils yes- 
terday afternoon. This letter had been to 
Hong-Kong. It went past Honolulu in a bag 
woth a couple of hundred others. The fault 
lies with the Post-office at San Franciéco. 
The ground of the objection to Thurston is 
confined to a mp transaction. The sole 
offense alleged is that Thurston, at the Le- 
gation, showed to reporters private letters 
to himself from Honolulu. The particular 
letter that gave such offense to the Secre- 
tary of State intimated in strong terms that 
Cleveland and Gresham were largely re- 
sponsible for the January uprising here. 

resham spoke to the Hawaiian Minister 
abeut the matter. Thurston said that he re- 
gretted it very much; that in the hurry of 
ree, a big mail he had shown this letter 
with others without any special intent. In 
short, he apologized. Secretary Gresham 
thereupon asked that the aponony be sgub- 
pag in writing. Thurston declined to do 

8. 

Gresham's letter is dated Feb. 21, last, and 
in strong language stated that Thurston is 
no longer personally. acceptable to the Ad- 
ministration or Washi on as Hawaiian 
Minister. 

It is definitely settled that Thurston will 
not return to Washington. He has re- 
signed his office, his resignation to take ef- 
fect when his successor has been appointed. 
Extremists here urge that he be sent back 
at once, in order to face Gresham again. 
They regard his return as a “back down.” 
The conservative feeling is that there 
should be no playi to the galleries, and 
that the relations of this Government to that 
of Washington should be left to adjust 
themselves in a natural way. Frank Hast- 
ings, who is at present in charge of the 
Hawalian Legation, will estes be 
moted to the position of Minister. No re- 
taliating measures will be taken by the 
Government, so a cabinet officer states, and 
Minister Willis will remain in Hawaii so 
far as anything the officials on this side 
may do or say to him. 

Cabinet officials stated this morning that 
Gresham’s letter may never be published in 
full for the reason that it names certain 
charges against Thurston, charges that 
would have to be answered by the Hawalian 
Minister. This Government does not care 
to widen the breach with the Cleveland ad- 
ministration any more than it can helpsand 
for that reason Thurston will not have 
an opportunity to defend himself.
